Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Satoh 
etal. (# US 5713992). 

Satoh et al. discloses a compound an ink composition including from 0.5 to 5% 
the water soluble dye (column: 22, line: 55-65) and from 35 to 75% of water and 10 to 
50% of solvent (column: 23, line: 1-25). They also disclose process of inkjet printing 
using inkjet recording apparatus, which includes ink cartridge (column: 23, line: 30-45; 
see Examples), and ink composition, and ejecting ink on paper or synthetic fiber 
(column: 23, line: 40-45). They also discloses that the water soluble dye of a formula as 
shown below (see Abstract). They also discloses that the formula is in form of lithium, 
sodium or potassium salt (see formula 1-63).
